Loss of Life oil Railroads. 
Guthrie, Okla., Dec. 2.—A compre 
hensive order in regard to the report-* 
iug of railroad wrecks and accidents 
to the commission was issued today 
by the state corporation commission. 
All railroads and street railways are 
required to report by telegraph all 
accidents resulting in the loss of 
life or limb or serious injury of 
the passengers or employees; all de­ 
railments of passenger trains, loco­ 
motives or cars in passenger trains; 
all 
collisions 
involving 
freight or 
pasenger trains, 
whether 
resulting 
in loss of life or not; all explo­ 
sion^ of boilers and accidents to lo­ 
comotive lioilers resulting in death 
or serious injury to any person; all 
bridge failures. 
These reports 
must include the 
exact date and place of the acci­ 
dent and the number killed or in­ 
jured. 
An additional report is required to 
be made by mail, on forms fur­ 
nished by the commission, whether 
report is made by wire or not. Mail 
reports only are required on acci­ 
dents on railroads or divisions used 
jointly by two or more roads, to be 
reported by the company whose sup­ 
erintendent has direct supervision of 
the road or division in question; 
also on collisions, at crossings, of 
trains or two different roads and on 
accidents of private siding or pri­ 
vate tracks, to be reported by the 
company whose engine was on the 
track at the time.

Tkey Get the Better of the Govern, 
aen t in a Settlement. 


Okmulgee, Ok., Dec. 2.—In order 
to equalize the allotment of land 
among Creek 
Indians, 
the federal 
government will be forced to raise 
about 
$7,000,000, 
representing 
the 
amount in which the tribe has out- 
flgured 
the 
government. 
To 
make 
■payments to members of this tribe 
^be Creeks have with the govern­ 
ment now about $3,000,000, whereas, 
from careful estimates, it will re­ 
quire $10,000,000. It is believed the 
secretary of the interior will rec­ 
ommend to congress that the money 
be appropriated. 
The original treaty with the Creeks 
provided that each member of the 
tribe should have 160 acres of the 
beet grade of land, of an average 
value of $1,040. 
If the allotments 
was of low-grade land. the remaind­ 
er was to be made up of additional 
land or the money, thus equalizing 
all allotments. 
By a supplemental 
treaty each new-born child was to 
deceive 
the 
surplus 
land, 
giving 
them the right to be enrolled after 
the original rolls had been closed. 
As there ie no more land, the re­ 
mainder due the Indians must be 
Paid in cash, and this will require 
about $7,000,000. In the Chickasaw 
Nation the surplus lands were not 
allotted, but will be sold and the 
money paid to members of the tribe.

Loss of Life on KaJlroads. 


Guthrie, Okla., Dec. 2.—A compre- 


hensive order lin regard to the report- 
ing of railroad wrecks and accidents 
to the commission was issued today 
by the state corporation commission. 
All railroads and street railways are 
required to report by telegraph all 
accidents resulting in the loss ot 
life or 
limb or serious injury of 


the passengers or employees; all de- 
railments of passenger trains, loco- 
motives or cars in passenger trains; 
all collisions 
involving freight 
or 


pasenger 
trains, whether "resulting 


in loss of life or not; all 
explo- 


sion^ of boilers and accidents to lo- 
comotive boilers resulting in ideath 
or serious injury to any person; all 
bridge failures. 


These reports must include the 


e-xact date and place of the acci- 
d'ent and the number killed or in- 
jured. 


An additional report is required to 


be made by mail, on forms fur- 
nished 'by the commission, 
whether 


report is made by wire or not. Mail 
reports only are required on aeci- 
'dents on railroads or divisions used, 
jointly by two or more roads, to be 
reported by <the company whose sup- 
erintendent has direct supervision of 
the road or division in question; 
also on collisions, at crossings, of 
trains or two different roads and on 
accidents of private siding or pri- 
vate tracks, to 'be reported by the 
company whose engine waa on the 
track at the time.

to equalize the allotment of 
lan< 


•tooag Creek 
Indians, the federal 


government will be forced to raise 
About 
$7,000,000, representing 
the 


•mount in which the tribe has ont- 
•gured the government. To' make 
•payments to members of this tribe 
tie Creeks have with the govern- 
ment now about $3,000,000, whereas, 
from careful estimates, if 'Will re- 
quire $10,000,000. It Is- believed the 
•ecretary of the Interior will rec- 
ommend to congress that the money 
•be appropriated. 


The original treaty with the Creeks 


provided that each member of the 
tribe should .have 160 acres of the 
best grade of land, of an average 
Value of 
$1,040. If .the allotments 


was of low-grade land, the remaind- 
er was to be made up of additional 
land or the money, thus equalizing 
all allotments. By ' a supplemental 
treaty each new-born ch-ild was to 
(receive 
the 
surplus 
land, .giving 


them the right to be enrolled after 
the original rolls tod been clo's'edV 
As there is no more land, tihe re- 
mainder due the Indians must 'be 
paid fn cash, an-d this will require 
about $7,000,000.- In the Chlctatsaw 
Nation the surplus lands were not 
allotted, but will .be sold and th 
money paid to members of the trib

Okmulgee, Ok., Dec. 2.—In order 


to equalize the allotment of land 
ataiong Creek 
Indians, the federal 


government will l>a forced to raise 
Aibout 
$7,000,000, representing 
the 


amount in which the tribe has out- 
Agured the government. To" make 
payments to members of this tribe 
tBe Creeks have with the govern- 
ment now about $3,000,000, whereas, 
from careful estimates, -it 'Will -re- 
quire $10,000,000. It Is- believed the 
•ecretary of the Interior will rec- 
ommend to congress that the 'money 
/be appropriated. 


The original treaty with the Creeks 


provided that each member of the 
tribe should have 160 acres of the 
best 'grade of land, of an average 
Value of 
$1,040. If the allotments 


Was o£ low-grade land, the remaind- 
er was to be made up of additional 
land or the money, thus equalizing 
all allotments. By ' a" supplemental 
treaty each new-born child was to 
(receive 
the 
surplus 
land, 'giving 


them the right to be enrolled after 
the original rolls had been clo'sed.' 
As there ie no more land, the re- 
mainder due the Indians muat lie 
paid fn cash, and this '''•will require 
aibout $7,000,000.' In the ChlckasAw 
Nation the surplus lands were not 
allotted, but will 'be sold and the 
money paid to members ot the tribe.
